tion of power.

London, May 5.— W ith the gener­ 
al strike at the end of 36 
hours 
gradually showing ..signs of yielding 
to the pitiless opposition of the gov­ 
ernment, the United Press was au­ 
thoritatively informed that 
Thomas and Premier Baldwin’ will 
meet today in private in a Chewed 
effort to find a basis of industrial 
peace. 
It was understood that 
B allw in 
and Thomas’ meeting will be uabs- 
tentatious and of the most p^Va|e 
character in order not to attract At­ 
tention or raise false hopes. 
The laborite overtures for a con­ 
ference between Thomas and Bald­ 
win represent the first tangible sign 
of cracking of the strikers’ refusal 
to negotiate. 
It is understood that the Trades 
Union council sanctioned 
Thomas’ 
action, but reserved the right to dis­ 
own or reject any of his proposals 
or any results which might 
come 
from th© proposed meeting. 
If the conference 
takes 
place, 
Thomas must be considered as a vol­ 
unteer mediator, whose influence in 
labor circles is tremendous but who 
cannot bind the strikers nor 
their 
leaders by his action. 
As Thomas 
moved for peace, Britain slowly, but 
surely, and at the cost of trem end­ 
ous effort, was emerging trium phant 
from the clutch of the strike octopus. 
At first the country had been pow­ 
erless. 
The governm ent’s all embracing 
system of alleviation and the hearty 
response to the call for volunteers, 
was reflected primarily in the hour­ 
ly enlargement of train service and 
the extension of food distribution. 
The threat of disorder, however, 
continued to menace the nation. 
Crowds were thickening 
hourly 
around the gates of the East India 
docks and troops in Canning Town, 
nearby, 
were 
held 
in 
readiness. 
There have already been disorders 
in Canning Town, but no details of 
the happening were known as the 
police closed the affected area to 
vehicles and pedestrians. 
Disturbances flared up in Poplar 
Height, with the 
result 
that 
20 
strikers are in Poplar hospitals, their 
heads broken by the swinging batons 
of the police. 
Strikebreaking bus drivers 
were 
mobbed at the Forest Gate garage of 
the General Omnibus Company today. 
An attem pt to bring out a few busses 
had to be abandoned. 
Despite the menace of 
disorder, 
the government and public utilities 
were able to provide hope of great 
amelioration of the situation which 
again today caused m illions of Lon­ 
doners to walk to work, some as far 
as IO miles. 
Additional engine men were avail­ 
able for the railroads and the Lon­ 
don district subways.

Tromsen, Norway, May 5. — The 
Amundsen,Ellsworth-Nobile

3,551 precincts gave Watson 114,994 
votes against 45,145 for his oppon­ 
ent, Claris Adams. 
A rthur ll. Robinson, appointed by 
Governor Ed Jackson, to occupy the 
seat of the late Samuel Ralston, u n­ 
til an election could be held, defeat­ 
ed four other candidates 
for 
the 
short two year term. 
His vote sur­ 
passed the total vote of his four op­ 
ponents and his managers claimed 
the majority would 
reach 
50.000 
when all votes are counted. 
Returns from 1,658 precincts gave 
Robinson 86,996, A. G. Graham 8.- 
340, Oswald Ryan 10,864, Wad 
Ii. 
Hlner 11.122, and J. R. Norrell 6,- 
932. 
Four of the six candidates for the 
democratic long 
term 
nomination 
were so closely 
grouped 
together 
that a majority for any one candi­ 
date appeared impossible and 
the 
nomination would be decided in u 
party convention. 
Evans Woolens had no opponent 
for the democratic nomination 
for 
the short two year term. 
All of the state’s 13 incumbent 
representatives were renominated on 
the faro of returns today. 
Victory for Robinson and Watson, 
lit the belief of 
political 
experts, 
showed continued strength of the Ku 
Kliix Klan. 
Both carried Klan en­ 
dorsement h and Robinson’s appoint­ 
ment last year by a governor elected

AIR SERVICE

Washington, May 5. — The avia- 
ilon controversy which resulted In 
resignation of Colonel William Mit­ 
chell, came directly before tho house 
today. 
Furtn relief legislation was 
laid

program for the army air service 
wus called up. 
The Morin bill is 
almost identical with the Butler bill 
proposing a five year building plan 
for the navy. 
The Butler hill has 
already passed the house. 
Heveral members planned to give 
their views on the controversy which 
Mitchell stirred up. 
Representative 
James, republican, Michigan, staunch 
supporter of the department of na­ 
tional defense, was expected to make 
a vigorous asuult on the adm inistra­ 
tion's air service program as em­ 
bodied in the Morin and Butler hills. 
Undcr the Morin hill, the officer 
personnel of the air service will to­ 
tal 1,650, while the enlisted strength 
will aggregate 15,000 men. 
At the 
end of the five year building pro­ 
gram, the air service will have 2,200 
planes. 
The measure creates a new assist­ 
ant secretary of war to handle all 
aviation and establishes an air sec­ 
tion in the general staff. 
At least 
90 per cent of the officer personnel 
of the air service under the rank of 
brigadier general, must he flying of­ 
ficers, under this bill. 
Most of the recommendations In 
this hill were proposed by the presi­ 
dent’s air hoard while some few were 
endorsed by the house aircraft com­ 
mittee.

Baden-Powell had also noticed th 
quickness which boys with whom hi 
came in contact, showed in grasping 
the ideas of scouting. 
It was during the South African 
War iii 1899 1900, however, that tilt 
boys were firs! given the full bene­ 
fit of the now'system. 
Then, Badeu- 
Powell’s Chief Staff Officer, Major

showed that, if their training wore 
made to appeal to them, boys would 
learn rapidly, and that boys were 
capable of taking responsibilities to 
a far greater degree than Was ordi 
narily believed, ji'* only they were 
trusted. 
Upon 
his return to England iii 
1903, Baden-Powell found to his sui 
prise that his book, “Aids to Scout­ 
ing,” was being used by a number 
of schools as a textbook for instruc­ 
tion in observation and education as 


note. 
His inclination towards ath­ 
letics led him to a soldier's life. 
His abllty to lead men was well 
demonstrated 
during 
the siege of 
Mafeking. 
His courage, cheerfulness 
and determination, encouraged the 
small British garrison to hold out. 
against tremendous odds, 


Scouted by Night 
During the day the commander 
took charge within the town, but at 
night he went scouting into the sur­ 
rounding country to become familia • 
with the terrain.

of America. 
The veteran scout is 
participating in the Sixteenth An­ 
nual Meeting of the National Coun­ 
cil, Boy Scouts of America, being 
held in Washington, April 30-May I, 
1926. 
Later Ire will visit several large 
scout centers where mammoth rallies 
will be held in honor of the distin­ 
guished guest. 
Sir Robert Baden-Powell, follow­ 
ing the Annual Meeting, will visit 
Louisville, Ky., on May 3rd and 4th;

ivos of their children he equipped 
for 
heir work. 
In his charge to the graduating 
class, Rev. Schaller told them that 
theirs is a work of love, not a life 
for pay, and challenged them to con­ 
sider their training in terms of ser­ 
vice rather than reward.

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THE GENERAL STRIKE IN BRITAIN 


B rita in ’s problems in coping with the general strike are ex­ 
citing comment throughout the world. 
The Minneapolis Tribune 
editorial gives a comprehensive review of the situation: 
A question today very frequently asked is: What, concretely, 
will the general strike in Britain mean? 
Particulars, unfortunately, can he furnished only by the fu­ 
ture. 
One blanket answer alone is possible now: The general 
strike means no good. 
The puzzle is whether it means a slight 
amount of harm, a considerable amount of harm, or a catastrophe 
of colossal dimensions. 
It may mean any of these things. 
The national situation is always serious when you have a for­ 
midable bloc of the nation in something approaching open revolt 
against the government. 
The 5,000,000 strikers probably mean 
that, with their families, about 20,000,000 British are out of sym­ 
pathy with the Baldwin government. 
There is extreme danger of 
clash and bloodshed, which might quickly provoke a resort to 
force. 
The situation is almost as delicate as the American situa­ 
tion in 1860 or the French situation in 1789. 
At such times 
changes in popular temper may take place with extreme rapidity. 
The mood of the French National Constituent Assembly in June, 
1789, was one of moderation. 
But by 1793 the sane leaders had 
been replaced by fanatics, and France was plunged into a bloody 
terror which shocked the entire world. 
Faith in British balance is the one ray of hope in the present 
situation. 
Yet there is no telling what may happen. 
Nor is any 
satisfactory solution, for the moment, visible. 
The simple fact is 
that the mines are furnishing a supply in excess of the demand. 
That is what brought about the present situation. 
Were it not 
for this both the miners and the mine-owners would la* getting 
along contentedly today. 
But neither a strike nor a revolution is 
going to make any impression on the law of supply and demand. 
One can sympathize with the miners when they insist that they 
should not be expected to work for less than a living wage. 
One 
can sympathize with the owners when they insist that they should 
not be expected to operate the mines at a loss. 
Yet the miners 
cannot increase the demand for coal by making the mine-owners 
suffer. 
The mine-owners cannot increase the demand for coal by 
making the miners suffer. 
The situation is such that everybody 
can make everybody else suffer— and acutely— without anybody’s 
being able to touch the real source of the difficulty, the law of sup­ 
ply and demand. What we have here is primarily a revolt against 
ihe law of supply and demand. 
Since the revolt cannot sink its 
claws into the law of supply and demand, it sinks its claws in­ 
stead into capital, the British government, and the great innocent 
public. 
There is something tragic about the futility of it all. 
The 
gods must shake their heads despairingly over the truculent stu­ 
pidities of these foolish creatures called men who will fight and 
destroy rather than think. 
Nobody has anything to gain from 
this strike. Even if the strikers could annihilate the British gov­ 
ernment they still could not annihilate the law of supply and de­ 
mand. 
The British government will certainly not be in any 
stronger position as the result of the strike. 
Several centuries 
ago it must have been apparent to thinkers that religious wars 
were utterly futile— simply supererogatory carnivals of bloodshed 
which accomplished, and could accomplish, nothing. 
Yet man­ 
kind had to keep at religious warring for hundreds of years be­ 
fore the perfectly obvious point was accepted. Today ii is equally 
apparent to thinkers that class wars, if they are bound to come, 
belong to the same futilitarian species as religious wars. 
That is 
one reason why every mature person must hope that sanity will 
yet save the day for Britain and prevent it from going to the ex­ 
treme lengths of madness which any further inflaming of passions 
already inflamed is likely to induce.

BRITAIN 


TRUST TO AMERICAN AMBASSA­ 
DOR TO GET THEM OUT OF 
TROUBLE

ists of which there

hundreds 
now here, generally seemed undis­ 
turbed today by the strike 
which

Most of the Americans have made 
up their minds that if conditions be­ 
come acute they can appeal to the 
American ambassador for assistance 
in leaving the 
country.

American seamen are stranded, un ­ 
able to secure returning berths, and 
they have sought refuge at the Am­ 
erican consulate. 
The American Express Company, 
t h r o u g h the Imperial Airways, oper­ 
ating fleets of large airplanes com­ 
mercially, is 
providing 
additional 
planes for transportation to the con­ 
tinent to which there is an unpre­ 
cedented rush of tourists. 
An official of the United States 
lines told the United Press his com­ 
pany was securing heavy bookings 
due to the possible suspension 
of 
services not under the American flag. 
“It is the quietest strike I have 
ever experienced,” C. Cl. Litten of 
Chicago told the United Press. 
“ I 
have yet to find inconvenience ex­ 
cept in the m atter of transportation.

S. Ball, a jeweler, also of Chicago, 
said the strike had

DEMPSEY-KEARNS FIRM BREAKS UP 


By HENRY L. FARRELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, May 5.—Jack Dempsey and Jack Kearns, partners In the most, 
successful pugilistic Arm of all times, have gone to the public to present 
their sides of a most surprising parting of the ways. 
Dempsey first gave his reasons for breaking business and personal rela 
(ions with Kearns and the reasons were not exactly flattering or comforting 
to bis former manager. 
Kearns is breaking out now with bls side of the story and both stories 
are interesting in that they pull the curtains away from parts of private life 
that the public seldom if ever sees. 
It perhaps Is unfortunate that personalities had to be mentioned but 
Kearns hardly can be blumed for opening closed doors since Dempsey 
started it. 
The exchange of stories, however, does not throw any additional light on 
the old controversy regarding what is the greater asset, a great manager to a 
tighter or a great fighter to a manager. 
Whatever the reasons were, the fact remains that Dempsey has made only 
dollars since he had his disagreement with Kearns where he made hundreds 
cl thousands when he had Kearns hustling for him. 
Dempsey and Kearns are personal friends of the writer, who feels that 
lie is in a position to he perfectly neutral and in a position where he can ex­ 
press an opinion without offending either one. 
Whether Dempsey could have become the heavyweight champion of the 
world without flu* handling of Kearns never will be known, of course, but 
there are reasons to believe that Dempsey could not have become a million­ 
aire (if he isn't one, be should be near that rating) without having Kearns 
at least as his business manager. 
Whenever this point arises in discussion, memory always carries buck to 
a blistering afternoon in a little shack in Shelby near the training camp 
where Tom Gibbons was getting himself ready to fight Jack Dempsey. 
In the party was Johnny Kilhane, who had just lost his world’s feather­ 
weight championship to Gene Criqul and who was rated as the best little 
business man in tile game. 
The conversation turned to the negotiations that were being carried on 
between Kearns and the money-less promoters of the fight. 
“ If Kearns refuses to send Dempsey Into tile ring he will ruin the boxing 
game,” one of the party suggested. 
“Listen,” Kilhane interrupted, “Kearns never could do enough harm to 
boxers or the boxing game to overcome what he has done for them. 
I’m a 
good business man and I am out of the game with enough money to keep me 
in more than comfortable circumstances for the rest of my days. 
“if Jack Kearns didn’t have the nerve to demand and get prices that 
caused some to think he was crazy, boxers would still he working for a 
pittance. 
When Kearns got all that big money for Dempsey he opened the 
way for oilier champions and boxers to get an even breuk with promoters and 
lie proved himself of service to every boxer in the game. 
You don’t have to 
be an admirer of Kearns to admit that he is the greatest manager in the 
business,’' 
We do not subscribe to the charge that Dempsey was an ingrate in turn­ 
ing Kearns down and for reasons other than the fact that we have none of 
the inside details at hand. 
Kearns got a fortune for Dempsey and for himself, It is true, but the fact 
remains, after looking over the heavyweight hopes developed since Jess 
Willard knocked over Jack Johnson, that Kearns could not have made as 
much money with any other fighter because at the particular time there was 
no other Dempsey. 
Kearns may be right in maintaining that he made a fighter out of Demp­ 
sey, that lie tied down to his side a right hand so that he could develop a 
left hand hut there are too many examples of gymnasium fighters flopping 
when they get into tho ring to agree with him that he was the manager and 
the fighter. 
That old line hurled from the corner, “Get in there and fight, he can’t 
hurt us," explains the whole theory.

London, May 5.— Communists and 
others are organizing a massed par­ 
ade through central London and the 
police have taken measures to pre­ 
vent the demonstration. Sir William 
Jolinson-Hicks, home secretary, an­ 
nounced in the house of commons 
t ii is afternoon. 
This alleged labor plan to parade 
through tile streets in force presents 
the first major menace to peace as 
the force of the strikers would un­ 
doubtedly be met by the force of the 
police and if necessary of British 
troops. 
Seven or eight thousand strikers 
were already drifting back and forth 
in the rain in front of Poplar hospi­ 
tal, and 10,000 more were tram ping 
the wet sidewalks 
of 
Commercial 
Road, Poplar, and High Street. Can­ 
ning Town. 
W hile commons debated the strike 
situation, the house of lords met and 
approved the governm ent’s regula­ 
tions issued under the king’s declar­ 
ation of a state emergency.
